Yankos operated, re- 
peatedly and easily 
soaked up all pressure

Bernal, who was 
making his debut with 
the senior national side, 
was outstanding. 

Four minutes before 
the break, Hajduk 
looked certain to score 
from close range. 

The ball was switched 
twice from the flanks 
before it fell to the far 
post where striker Josko 
Jelicic blasted from just 
three metres out, but 
again a super-confident 
Zabica, smothered the 
danger.

Rosebery’s Tony Heery 
simply won’t let up

WHEN a player is 
born in 1952, he can 
usually expect to 
have hung up his 
boots by now, parti- 
cularly if he is a 
striker. 

For Rosebery’s Liver- 
pool-born attacking 
wizard, Tony Heery, 
that day iy still a long 
way off. 

Heery beyan his long 
career back in 1970 
when he turned out for 
the texerve side of Eng- 
lish 2nd Division club 
Preston North End. 

In 1 eventful soccer 
life, he has had two 
spells with Cork Celtic 
in the Irish League Ist 
Division, and spent 
further seasons with 
Lancashire League club 
Kirby Town and 
Cheshire League 
Marine later in the 
1970s. 

In 1979 Melbourne 
club Slavia brought 
Fony to Australia, but 
he eventually turned out 
for Brunswick Juventus 
in the Victorian State 
League until 1983, be- 
fore moving on to 
Prahran Celtic, Mel- 
bourne Hungaria and 
Coburg, where he 
stayed until 1987. 

Last season he joined. 
then 3rd Division NSW 
Federation side Rose- 
bery Portugal and in 21 
appearances scored 
eight goals from his 
traditional wingman’s 
position. 

To date, in the club’s 
State League Division 2 


campaign, Heery has 
managed three goals 
already from only six 
appearances and despite 
a number of new sign- 
ings and the higher stan- 
dard, is proving a very 
hard player to drop, 
according to his coach, 
fellow Englishman Kel- 
ly Cross. 

Tony Heery is known 
at the club as “Ball-bag’, 


~due to his reluctance to 


carry the training balls 
off the park after 
taining. 

He says that he eats 
right-backs for break- 
fast and does work very 
hard at training, en- 
couraging and advising 
the younger players in 
the squad. 

Very popular with the 
supporters, he lives and 
breathes soccer — “I'm 
obsessed by it!” — and 
loves every aspect of the 
game. 

He naturally ‘rates* 
Maradona and has plen- 
ty of his own jinks and 
dummies, with equal 
strength in either foot. 

He gets stuck in well 
for a “little old man”, 
enjoys the “social” side 
of the game and is cap- 
able of turning a game 
single handed, which 
makes his coach’s deci- 
sion to leave him out a 
very difficult one, 
whenever it happens. 

The game needs play- 
ers like Tony Heery to 
emphasize that dedica- 
tion and love of the 
game can bring their 
own rewards even at 
this stage of life.

Debates can rage in- 
‘definitely as to the de- 
gree of difference these 
players would have made 
to their respective 
teams’ chances. All 
sorts of suppositions can 
be raised regarding the 
various circumstances. 

The undisputable fact 
remains, however, that 
without Gullit and Nas- 
tevski their clubs had to 
be content with a runner- 
up position. 

In the case of Nas- 
tevski, I'll even venture 
to say that if it wasn't 
for his brilliance, Mar- 
coni would have been 
hard pressed to take out 
either of their previous 
titles. 

That's not saying that 
he was a one-man team 
— far from it. Marconi 
has a huge array of talent 
surrounding their elegant 
striker, but he did pro- 
vide that vital spark 
which tipped the scales 
in their favour when it 
really mattered. 

Who can forget Nas- 
tevski’s two extra-time 
goals which carried 
Marconi home in the 
elimination semi-final 
against Sydney olympic 
in 1988?. Or his de- 
fence-splitting 30-metre 
pass which forced a 
penalty on Frank Farina 
in the dying seconds of 
extra-time and send the 
grand final into that 
dramatic shoot-out 
against Sydney 
Croatia?. 

Nastevski not only 
kept his nerve to save 
the game with his spot 
kick, he also successfully 
converted his penalty in 
the sudden death contest 
when failure would have 
given the title to 
Croatia. 

Would Marconi have 
won the championship 
that year without him? 
Who can say with cer- 
tainty, but I very much 
doubt it. 

Nastevski repeated 
his effort in the follow- 
ing season's finals. His 
20 goals broke the club's 
scoring record and 
helped Marconi to an 
easy minor premeirship 
victory. 

When it came to the 
important finals match- 
es, it was Nastevski 
again who gave his team 
that vital edge. 

After heading the 
only goal in the semi- 
final defeat of St 
George, he saved his 
depleted side from strug- 
gling through another 
half hour of extra-time 
with a winner in the 
dying seconds of the 
match. 

The question has to be 
asked again: would Mar- 
coni have done it without 
him? Who knows? 

Former Socceroo sup- 
remo Frank Arok said 
at the time that Nastevs- 
ki was the only differ- 
ence between Marconi 
and the rest of the NSL 
field. 

Which brings us to this 
year's surrender of the 
championship — and 
the fulfillment of Arok’s 
Prophecy.

The Fairfielders were 
doing it easy after 11 
rounds and Nastevski 
was right on target to set 
a new NSL goalscoring 
record, but it’s fair to say 
that after his knee injury 
in his Socceroo debut, 
Marconi never again 
showed that aura of 
dominance which had 
previously been carried. 

Despite a few hiccups 
along the way there was 
still enough talent in the 
side to see it through to 
another minor premier- 
ship. 

When the crucial semi- 
finals came around, 
however, the absence of 
Nastevski finally took 
its toll. 


A late goal in a lack- 
lustre defeat of Melbou- 
rne Croatia earned a 
third successive grand fi- 
nal appearance but the 
historic hat-trick was 
not destined to be com- 
pleted. 

Sydney Olympic thor- 
oughly deserved its 2-0 
victory and it can be no 
more than pure conjec- 
ture to wonder what the 
outcome would have 
been had Nastevski 
been available. 

Irrespective of the un- 
deniable talent which 
has brought so much suc- 
cess to Bossley Park re- 
cently, the imagination 
does not need to be 
stretched too far to 
make one wonder 
whether the course of 
history could have taken 
an entirely different di- 
rection. 


Without the inspired 
exploits of Nastevski, 
Sydney Croatia would 
well have gone into the 
record books as the 
1988 NSL champions 
while Olympic could 
now be possibly 
celebrating back-to- 
back titles, 

Football honours can 
never be won single- 
handedly, but the likes 
of Maradona, Gullit and 
Nastevski have all 
shown conclusive evi- 
dence that one brilliant 
individual can very often 
bridge that narrow gap 
which exists between fa- 
ilure and success.
